IT PROPOSES a “dualist of s §e- ; 
crecy and potential for serious harm 
or deceptive consequences^ for 
prohibited relationships- - _ 
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The policy says express prior con- 
sent of an individual is re^uireS'be- j 
fore his or her name may be submit- 
ted by another member of the "Univer- 
sity community to an rntetlf|ence 
agency such as the CIA as a pote ntial 
employee, consultant or agent. ™ ^7

On enforcement^ Jhe policy state- 
ment says it is the responsibility of 
the members of the University com- 
munity who acquire knowledge of pos- 
sible violation "to bring them t o ligh r 
^promptly. ‘'Adjudication and penaL 
ties for violations will be the responsi- 
bility of University bodies and offi- 
cials and be governed by existing 
rules and'regulations as appropriate.” 


JAMES VWH1TE, law professor,! 
-called the statement “unduly vague*’ j 
and^said each person would have ms 
own\d£finition of phrases like “seri- 
ous harm.” 


Bruce Freidman, pathology profes- 
sor who is chairman of the Civil Lib- 
erties Board, agreed that the states 
ment is “somewhat vague/’ but said 
it was workable. 

Stephen Tonsor, history professor, 
said all secret relationships should be 
outlawed. “The university spirit de- 
mands openness,** he said. “Students 
have a right to know what secret rela- 


tion ship^ exis t.. It js disgusting to ] 
entertain relationships which cannot J 
stand ther light* of day. ! want to see ' 
eM|i|re]aMfa7maire r of ’ 
public record?’** , 
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Lawrence Jones, physics professor, 
disagreed with Tonsor, saying thz.t if 
someone suggested a way he ct uld 
help free a Soviet dissenter who .vas 
Oh trial, he would want to be abl i to 
help, even if it required a secret rela- 
tionship. 7 v 


ERIC RABKIN, English professor, 
said he agreed with Torrsfibfl condem- 
nation but bad different Reasons. He

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“You are willing to use*tHEe Uni -er- 
sity as a tool to proscribe actions' 
which civil authorities, could not 
themselves proscribe,” Rabkin saic .

The schools of law, medicine and den- 
tistry have retained 15-week terms, it 
was noted. . X ■ 

Shaw Livermore, chairman of 
SACUA, said he would like to see a 
comparison of the rationale for the 
trimester system with actual experi- 
ence. 7 ■'
